County is rapidly forging to the front 
in farm products. 
It is generally re­ 
cognized as the forem ost apple county 
of the state. Recent statistics showed 
that it ranked second in egg produc­ 
tion. 
And now comes the news from 
the State D epartm ent of Agriculture 
that this year only three counties 
in 
Pennsylvania produced more corn to 
the acre than did Adams. These are 
Lancaster, York, and Chester. 
The State crop this year is placed 
a t 54,Od,400 bushels, which is 7.30,- 
f>00 bushels below the production in 
1915, but there were approxim ately: 
50,880 less acres harvested this year 
than a year ago. 
The data collected from crop corre­ 
spondents in all sections of the State 
places the 
average 
production 
per 
acre at 37 bushels as compared

Wet w eather
